Dr. Warren H. Hunter of the county 
morgue, after an examigation yesterday of 
the body of the woman found Friday night 
in the lake near Thorndale avenue, Summer- 
dale, came to the conclusion that the woman 
was either murdered intentionally or came 
to her death as the resylt of an ee oe oper- 
ation. 

The corpner’s ‘jury found no der of vio- 
lenge on the hody except such as those as 
might have been caused by the ‘action of 
ice_in the lake, and it was decided that death 
was caused by drowning. After this verdict 
was returned the body was taken to the 
morgue ad was examined by Dr. Hunter. 

In addition toa ett. whith probably was 
made by a knife, the physician discovered 
unmistakable evidence that an illegal oper- 
ation had. been performed. The body when 
discovered was nude, with the exception of 
one stocking and a shoe, which are the only 
possible clews to the woman's identity, as 
the features were so decomposed as to be 
unrecognizable. 

When Coroner Hoffman learned of the d- 
covertes made by Dr. Hunter he decided to 
recall the verdict and hold another inquest. 
He said he would make a thorough investi- 
gation among the hospitals in Summerdale 
and the vicinity this week. 


In the Water Many Weeks. 

The woman who met her death so mystert- 
ously was about 35 years old, and, judging 
from the condition af her teeth and nails, 
refined and in good cireumstances, Dr. Hun- 
ter believes the body must have been in the 
water between two and three months. 

The police believe that they have an equal 
to the Beston suit case mystery on their 
hande. There is “no police record of any 
missing woman who answers the general de- 
scription of the corpse and for that reason 
it is believed that her death could not be 
due to accident.or natural causes, Telegrams 
will be sent to surrounding towns to learn 
whether the woman disappeared from some 
smaller city. 

I bave no doubt the woman was mur- 
dered,'' Coroner Hoffman said last night. 
“The examination made by Dr. Hunter 
shows conclusively that the woman was dead 
before the body was thrown into the water 
and that she was the victim of an operation. 

It has been the, experience. of my office 
that the clothing of bodies found in the 
water never is removed by action of the 
water.“

“ During the ten or twenty years the city 
could make provision for wiping out the 
debt. In all probability, however, the limit 
of the city’s authority to contract debts will 
be extended through charter legislation, in 
which case there would be no difficulty about 
paying for the building. This plan has been 
followed frequently with success by cities es- 
tablishing water works systems. There is 
no good reagon why it should not be done in 
this case.

Keeps Cool in Match. 

The old American saying, ‘ Keep cool,” 
stood Gould in good stead in his match with 
Hil. He was calm and collected, and not 
only outbrained his opponent but wore him 
down by hard and fast play so that he was 
little or no good after the first set, which 
Could won, six games to three. During the 
first few games of this set Gould was not at 
his best, and Hill, by some splendid returns 
into the forehand corner, completely beat the 
American and secured the first two games. 
The pace now became fast, and Gould, com- 
ing to his game, ran away with the next 
four games, taking one of them in love. 
Hill won the seventh, but a long and beauti- 
ful rally in the next game seemed to break 
the Ergi'shmen up altogether. and Geuld, 
winning that and the next, secured the set 
by six games to three.

of a panic at which they would have been the 
first to laugh aud to blush for at the time of 
the Franco-German war (S06 the siege’ of 
Paris. 

It looks also as if these let intentioned and 
foolish reports had caused the government it- 
self to lose its sang-froid, for it started in to 
make domiciliary visits and arrests. 


No Formidable Plot Found: 

As a result of an alleged conspiracy between 
strikers, anarchists, royalists; imperialists, 
and eleripals, a certain number of personages 
of secondary importance were arrested.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The city appropriations. for the current 
year. made by the council month before 
last aggregate 840,193,000. Of this $13,- 
033/000 is allotted for publie school pur- 
poses, Those milliens may seem a pit- 
tance to those who have the spending of 
the money, but they are one-third of the 
amount the council was able to appropri- 
* for. all. purposes, 

Compare with the $13,000,000 the sums 
heed by the council to ,other depart- 
ments of the public service whose useful- 
ness cannot be questioned. The city. can- 
not get along. without schools, but it must 
also have policemen and firemen. It is 
essential to the public safety that the 
streets should be lighted, that garbage 
should be removed, and the health of the 
people. protected in other ways. The fol-

These five departments will have to be 
catried on as best they may for 81,550,000 
less than js given to the schools. It is 
contended that the schools do not get 
enough. They seem to get their fair share 
of the available reqourees of the com- 
munity. * 

It is said that there ought to be several 
hundred more teachers in order that the 
average number of pupils to the teacher 
may be reduced. It is alleged that the 
number is so large that the instructor can- 
not give proper attention do the personal 
peculiarities of scholars and thus make’ it 
easier for the dull ones to learn their 
lessons. 

There is a femedy which will not cost 
the taxpayers anything: It can be ap- 
plied instantaneously by the board of edu- 
cation. The number of teachers cannot 
be increased at this time, but the number 
of subjects taught, or attempted to be 
taught, can be decreased. Some of the 
fads can be cut out. That will secure 
more time for instruction in the elemen- 
tary branches of learning. The pupils will 
not be muddled by having to study so 
many things. The dull children will not 
be quite so dull and the teachers will have 
greater opportunities to study personal 
peculiarities, and lend a helping hand 
when needed. 1 

The citizens of Chicago are willing to 
give all that is necessary for educational 
purposes. They are not so’ affluent that 
they can give to the school board money 
it can get along without, and at the same 
time meet other public demands upon 
their resources. It behooves the school 
‘authorities to recognize this and make a 
‘pradent, economie use of their thirteen 
millions. The fair common school educa- 
tion the Chicago children are entitled to 
ean be given them for that sum if it is 
not partly frittered away on fads. 


A SCIENTIFIC BUILDING CODE. 

The city of Clevelahd is completing a 
building code which, in respect both to its 
contents and the method of its origin, is 
The building regulations of 
American cities generally have been lame 
affairs. Those of western cities, Chicago in- 
cluded, have been espetially so. Building 
cepartments, too, have at times been even 
worse than the regulations they were sup- 
posed to apply. Cleveland,’ however, has 
setually adopted in part, and is ¢arefully 
completing, a building code which is com- 
prehensive in scope and, to an unusual de- 
gree, ‘scientific in character. 

Its four divisions comprise building in- 
epection, structural sanitation, electrical 
construction, and boilers and smoke appa- 
ratus, Rach ot these divisions is or is to be 
in charge of 85 specialist. In the detailed 
provisions, ‘too, the aim has been to formu- 
late and apply general principles rather than 
to prescribe mere arbitrary requirements. 

The work of framing this code was ini- 
tiated mainly at the instance of the various 
building interests of Cleveland, and has 
been in charge of a building code commis- 
sioner. It has already been in progress 
three years—a fact indicating the tharough- 
ness ‘df the undertaking. The commissioner 
has ‘worked-in conjunction with a council 
committee, but he has also secured the 
active: codperation, of a large number of 
trade and semi-public organizations. His 
method has been to get each special interest 
concerned to put into precise form its own 
recommendations for the regulation of its 
partieular branch of the subject. 

To many Clevelanders it is a cause of 
surprise. that the completed portions of this 
code perhaps two-thirds of the whole, as 
projected have, despite political menaces 
and selfish threats, been actually ‘adopted. 
Providence, however, has repeatedly inter- 
vened in aid of the reform. Just about the 
‘time when a test vote was approaching on 
the first installment ot this code the Iro- 
quois +horrer. occurred. in Chicago, and the 
commissioner pointed with satisfaction to 
4 518 proposed theater regulations. A little

THE VANISHED WEST. 

A recent writer recorded the fact that 
in the United States there no longer is a 
“ west,” meaning by that word the distant 
place to which pioneers make their way, 
where wild animals are found in a bundance, 
where the Indian is a factor to be feared, 
where mankind takes on certain rough char- 
acteristics, uses a pecuHar language, wears 
a striking and picturesque garb. The rail- 


‘road ahd the telegraph, have eliminated 


space. Immigration and the westward 
movement of native population have filled 
up the land. Substantial homes stand 
where the cabin was built. The lawless 
and the adventurers have given place to the 
peaceful and lawabiding, and the western 
man has taken his position in the great mass 
of Americans with ‘little to distinguish or 
differentiate him from other citizens. 

This process of transformation has been 
slow and gradual, so gradual, indeed, that 
only occasionally one awakes to the realiza- 
tion that a type of citizenship has disap- 
peared completely or a custom or char 
acteristic of a former day has entirely van- 


ished. Now and then a magazine article 


describes the attempts to develop small 
herds of the buffalo which once roved the 
plains in great numbers, emphasis being laid 
upon the difficulties of such effort at saving 
an animal type. The plans for the forma- 
tion of a state out of Indian territory tell 
their own tale of the change in the life of 
the wandering red man who was assigned 
lands there in exchange for lands given by 
a treaty of the year 1828, which stated ‘that 
the home thus granted should be perma- 
bent,“ a home that shall never in all future 
time be embarrassed by having extended 
around it the lines, or placed over it the 
jurisdiction of a territory or state, nor be 
pressed upon by the extensionin any way of 
any of the limits of any existing territory 
or state.“ The disappearance of the buffalo 
and the change in the life of the Indian are 
two examples where many might be cited. 

A Seattle dispatch states that the pres- 
ent week will witness the last great roundup 
of wild horses in the northwest for the rea- 
son that the settlement of eastern Wash- 
ington has made it impossible for stockmen 
to raise range horses. Some of the larger 
dealers will continue to raise horses, using 
inclosed. pastures, but the majority will 
gradually go out of business. The extent to 
which this industry has been carried on 
is indicated by the report that 500 or 600 
riders will take patt in the roundup and 
that 10,000 of the horses will be corralled, 
ot which one dealer claims 4,500 as his own. 
‘These horses originally were common cay-. 
uses, but the stock has been improved by 
the turning loose of thoroughbreds and 
highly. bred farm horses to roam with the 
wild animals, While thus the stockman has 
hopes of finding many horses that will be 
shown fit for any kind of work after they 


are properly broken, other citizens will see 
in the last roundup the passing from Amer- 
jean life of a feature which has long marked 
the west,

It has been the theory and the practice 
for thosé who held communistic theories 
to found separate communities where men 
could regulate their lives in . accordance 
with those theories. 
‘od pursued by Fourier, 
Owen, and others. 

That is not the method of the socialist. 
He is not content to withdraw from the 
‘world and build up alittle socialist set- 
‘tlement where the land and other means 
of} production may be owned in common. 
Some of the American communists went 
into the wilderness, bought land, and 
made it fertile with their labor. The so- 
elalist will have none of that. He resorts 
to political agitation to impose his theo- 
ries upon a nation and to confiscate for 
his benefit means of production which 
owe their productiveness to the labor of 
others. If socialism were to win the day 
communism would be inaugurated, but it 
would be enforced communism, not the 
voluntary kind of Fourier. The com- 
munards of Paris in 1871 were not com- 
mufiists of the old type. They were 
more properly revolutionary socialists try-

ing to secure political ends. 


The genuine communist is a harmless 
kind of dreamer. The socialist is the 
dangerous man of action. 


MUCK BECOMES UNPOPULAR. 
The announced intention of the orig- 
inal magazine of exposure to abandon 
that work for the present corresponds to 
a puBlic demand. In the beginning it 


seemed that good might be done by pub- 


licity given to corrupt practices. As time 
went on and genuine material became 
scarce the whole pack of magazines which 
tried to repeat the first success began to 
resort to questionable practices to fill 
their pages. Indeed, an interesting chap- 


ter in the book of graft would be one 


written by a converted niuck raker relat- 
ing the way in which he wove gossamer 
films of suspicion into a web resembling 
a solid structure, careless whether the 
‘first breath of truth would “destroy. it. 
Invective took the place of fact, half 


truths were made to seem damning where 
the whole truth would have been eredit- 


able. ignorance attributed to question 
able motives actions which greater knowl- 
edge would have shown to be inevitable 
and salutary... Petty aud Irrelevant scan- 


dals affecting public men, cases where 
past misdeeds had been atoned for, per- 


sonal gossip of an extravagant kind, sheer 
inventions of enemies, were all treated as 
if revelations of the most important char- 
acter.. 

The consequence of this abuse was, as 
the president recently pointed out, that 
a feeling of sympathy for the victims was 
created. Readers either discounted the 
evil ‘attributed to men whom they had 
been accustomed to honor, or, accepting 
it as substantially true, came to the con- 
clusion that all men were crooked and 


that it did not really matter if one was. 


It became impossible to tell good men 
from bad. 

The publishers of magazines were in- 
different to this utifortunate result of the 
work of the muck rakes so long as the 
public bought eagerly. But now the pub- 
lic is looking for something quieter, more 
helpful, and more truthful. The presi- 
dent, whem an official of the Standard 
Oil company charges with giving the pub- 
lie ‘advice on too many topics, has called 
a halt on the wholesale diffusion of mud. 
His words on that topic at least should 
have met the approval of the Standard 
Oil official, unless the latter: felt that he 
was not himself unjustly treated by the 
exposers. The public in general agreed 
with the president, and the publishers, 
quick to notice a change in ‘public senti- 
ment, have decided to return to literature. 
As it is not likely that the policy of ex- 
posure would be abandoned without finan- 
cial reasons, its abandonment may be 
taken as a cheerful sign of the return of 
public sanity. 


EVIL IN THE PARKS. 

It is natural that some evils should be 
found in connection with the use of the 
small parks, the establishment of which 
is a popular notion with the people of 
Chicago now. These parks are designed 
to afford opportunities for recreation and 
culture, both physical and moral, to the 
boys and girls who live in parts of the 


city Which are more or less remote from 
the larger breathing places whose gener- 


cus expanse.is the pride of every resident, 
In general their use should be as little

I once knew a man who made $1,000,000 in an almost Incredibly 
short time, from no capital and from little worldly experience. He 
made it through an invention that had overturned one of the knotty 
problems in steel construction. The man inventing the process had 
been an acquaintance of the future millionaire and had gone to him for 
advice. The millionaire-to-be had a cold nerve and the proposition he 
made was that the inventor allow him to “ promote” the thing. 

Well, the invention was promoted, successfully. When the pro- 
motion was completed—successfully—the promotor told me a good deal 
of the processes of his promoting the venture. He knew nothing of the 
principles through which the inventor had attained his perfected 
process. He knew little of the character and dispositions of men whom 
he was to approach in the securing of capital for the venture. But 
he could guess at the revolution which the patented device would 
accomplish, and as for the inventor, he was clay in the potter’s hands. 

In this promotion there was one point which the promotor dwelt 
upon with marked pride. It was that in the processes of the deal he 
had been shrewd enough to discover a man who could command for him 
the ears of those men of money who would most likely be interested 
in this particular discovery. These men had been the right men and 
for this service rendered by the chance individual, who had neither 
inyentor’s nor promoter’s risk in the deal, the promoter had paid this 
third party an even $100,000.

China has recently started an army council for organizing an Im- 
perial army. Its president is Yuan Shih Kai, the most honest and the 
cleverest man in China, and nearly all its members have visited Hu- 
rope or Japan. : 

It is said that there are at. present ten divisions, or 120,000 men, 
in the new army pfoperly equipped and trained by foreigners. It is 
hoped that within the next ten years the numbers will mount up to half 
a million. Enlistment is voluntary, and for three years with the colors, 
after which the soldier passes into the first and second reserve. Re- 
cruits are carefully chosen after a period of probation. They must be 
between 20 and 25 years of age, five feet five inches tall, and able to 
lift a weight of 150 pounds. No opium smoker is accepted, nor any 
one who cannot get recommended by the head man of the village. 

There are now two or three colleges for educating officers in 
China, and provision has been made for sending a hundred students 
each year to military schools in Japan. A college, too, has been es- 
tablished for training medical officers. This will probably make the 
Chinese soldier fight better, for what he used to dread more than 
death was being left to die of his wounds, and that no one would make 
ritual offerings to a corpse abandoned on the battlefield. ~ 4 Chinaman 
as a rule is active, sober, aud docile, and what he learns he never for- 
gets. He can live upon nothing and has little or no objection to 
dying. These are the qualities of a good soldier. 

If Chinese soldiers have on many occasions fought so badly that 


v for Success? 


There are two aspects to this story, taking it as exemplifying the 
possibilities for the best and the worst types of the business man. In 
one aspect the question is: Why was it that the inventor, without 
whom there would have been nothing for any one, was denied anything 
approaching the graft fee offered the third party to the deal? But 
from the other extreme point of view, there are thousands of men who 
will wonder why anybody let the fool inventor get anything like that 
much money out of his work! It is true that, considering the time given 
by the inventor, he got merely $2,000 a year for his five yeara of 
experiments, while 2 per cent United Sates bonds will give the third 
party $2,000 a year in perpetuity, and the same investment by the 
promoter will give his heirs and assigns, forever, an income of $20,000 
a year! But—as I hear the cold blooded representative of cold blooded 
business say— Why, that fellow who invented the thing probably 
would have been delighted to get $1,000 for it and no questions asked!” 

Between these propositions suggested, the young man has an 
opportunity to get a line on himself. As a mere business proposition 
there is no reason why a sane man may not sell an invention worth a 
potential million dollars for even $1,000 if he will. But there were 
other reasons why one man paid him ten times as much as $1,000. 
How many other reasons might a business man find in a similar situ- 
ation for giving the inventor at least the competence of $250,000? And 
there are a few possibly who might have divided the profits half and 
half.

Fear Ravages of Imported Species. 


In the event of importations it will be impractica- 
ble to turn the specimens loose. There is small danger 
of the newcomers not thriving—in fact, it is fear of an 
opposite result that menaces. Freed from their natural 
enemies, reproduction would assume such proportions 
that foliage and trees would be stripped to provide for 
the caterpillats. The ravages of the gypsy moth in the 
New England states might be duplicated, and the beauty 
and grace of the transplanted insects soon lost in the 
serious: problem of their extinction. The experiment of 
the London butterfly house has proved that they will 
thrive exceedingly well in captivity and lose none of 
their brilliant coloring because of confinement. 

The outdoor plan, however, is likely to prove the 
suecessful one. The idea of flocks of these pretty Little 
flitting things hovering over the flower beds or winging 
their way tirelessly in and out among the trees appeals 
to city lovers of nature who are deprived of seeing them 
in the meadows and forests of the open country. When 
the blossoms begin to unfold in the late spring the but- 
terfly emerges from the chrysalis, and while there have 
heretofore been many of these graceful creatures to 
be seen in the parks, it is believed that other species that 
now find habitat in the vicinity of Chicago can be at- 
tracted, and join their varying combinations of tints 
and shades to an ensemble of rare beauty.

Caterpillars a Serious Problem. 


The caterpillars— there's the problem. The average 
female butterfly will lay 300 eggs and count it an easy 
task. If each should bring a caterpillar to live on the 
tree leaves and the tender shrubbery the butterfly would 
be the premier pest of creation. But nature provides 
for a justifiable race suicide in this instance, and one 
pair of butterflies is the expected result from the pro-

lific egg laying. Thus the number is maintained at the 
same figure year after year, and the demand for sus- 
tenance remains the same. Only in an excessive increase 
in adults would there be danger to the green things 
upon which the young thrive. 

Once assured of the safety of attracting hundreds 
or thousands of new specimens to the park areas of 
Chicago, all obstacles will disappear. Expert opinions 
of eminent biologists are to be sought on this feature, 
and it is believed they will be favorable.

Many Beautiful Varieties Coming. 


The half dozen species of the genus Papilio, or 
Swallowtail, each is beautiful in coloring, and all are 
practically harmless in ordinary life. It is only when 
they become exceedingly numerous that they are a men- 
ace, and under normal conditions this is almost impos- 
sible. The yellow and black varieties are, perhaps, the 
most beautiful, and the solid colors are varied with 
tinting, marginal markings of different hues and won- 
drous cominations which nature alone produces. Many 
of them are seen each summer in the parks of Chicago, 
particularly the two specimens mentioned, 

The largest of butterfly families of North America 
is the Nymphalidz, or Brush Footed, and they are to 
be found from the tropical jungles of Central America 
to the arctic north. Perhaps the member best known 
hereabouts is the Anosia (Milkweed), which appears in 
July and August and finds food in the different growths 
of its name plant in the meadows. The upper part of 
the wings is of bright reddish hue, borders and veins 
broadly black, with two rows of spots on the outer bor- 
ders. 

The Anosia is the prize emigrant, and from its first 
known habitat in New England and along the Atlantic 
shore it has traveled westward to the far east, until 
today it is to be found in Australia and the Philippines 
in great numbers. Swarms of butterflies at sea are not 


unusual, and the skipper of a French ship reported two 


years ago running into flocks so that they prac- 
tically enveloped the entire vessel. he Nymphaline is 
another specimen that ts to be found the central and 
northern states, and finds the Chicage rks to its lik- 
ing. The markings are dark reddish orange on the upper

None of the foregoing are great ravish 
and tree life. While devoid of the dazzling ci 
trasts of the specimens to be found in the tropi

No other attraction is needed to lure tim than 
large gardens of sweet scented flowers—phlox, petunias, 
and other varieties that will yield the nectar on which 
the butterflies live. As soon as the buds begin to blos- 
som they will flock to the gardens and remain within 
feeding distance until their short cycle of life is run, 
and they either die from natural causes or are destroyed 
by the gales, birds, or chill of coming autumn 

The great percentage of caterpillar destruction is 
due to several causes. In the early stages they are prey 
of birds—in fact, this is the most important of the 
causes. High winds dislodges them from their places of 
concealment under the leaves, and once detached ex- 
istence ceases and the cold winter kills what have lived 
through the other dangers until of the 300 eggs laid 
by the mother caterpillar few remain, and of these 
few two only ts the average hatch. The butterfly popu-

NY studied conalderation of Mark 
Twain which does not lay em- 
phasis upon hip quaint, unstudied 
wit and humor is likely to.be disap- 
pointing to the American public, For 

a generation the American people have been 
gibing their British cousins because of their 
lack of appreciation of his droll wit and 
subtle humor. Within a decade it has sug- 
gested itself to the American public thatin 
its appreciation, of this wit and humor it 
may have overlooked something in the 
nature of Samuel L. Clemens himself. 


Time and again when Mark Twain has. 


asked—or would Have agked-—that his fellow 
countrymen take him seriously, they have 
refused everything but an overmastering 
outburst of mirth, with an encore. The 
worst the Englishman has done has been 
to insist upon taking him seriously when he 
would: be funny, 

It has been overlooked by millions who 
have laughed with the author of ** Innocents 
Abroad, conscious of having been born to 
appreciatién of his moods, that between the 
lines of his mirth he has sent home in a 
thousand ways the lessons of his own mill- 
ings with the world. For example, can one 
gee only exaggerated laughter in his— ; 

“TY wouldn't give 4 cent to hear Ingersoll 
en Moses; but I'd give $10 to hear Moses on 
Ingersoll.“ And must one only laugh at his 
gatirizing of the speculating fever in Call- 
fornia in the early days?

Satire on California Speculators. — 

„ Pormerly to be a Californian was to be 
a speculator. A man could not help it. One 
man tried it but he was only kicking against 
fate. While everybody was wild with a 
spirit of speculation and full of plans for 
making sudden fortunes, he said he would 
farm along quietly and slowly, gain a modest 
competence, and so be happy. But his first 
crop of oniona happened to be about the only 
onions produced that year. He sold it for 
$100,000 and retired.” 

Mark Twain—withal. his doctor’s degree 
from the university of his native state—be- 
longs to the world’s great alumni from the 
school of experience. That particular school 
is closed in many of its phases since he was 
graduated. His were hard, exacting masters, 
under eonditions which never may recur in 
occidental history. As doctor of Philosophy 
today, he ip his.own pupil, carrying his oon 
diploma, but withal the scholar of an en- 
vironment which made only men, or wrecks 
of men. 

As the most celebrated of contemporane- 
ous American authors, whose books are 
read wherever the English language is un- 
deratood, Mark Twain is one of the least dis- 
posed of celebrities to pose as the self-made 
man.

„The morality of the place was the moral- 
ity of the slave holding community, fierce, 
arrogant, onesided; the religion was Cal- 
vinism in various phases, with its predesti- 
nate aristocracy of saints and its rabble of 
hopeless sinners. Doubtless young Clemens 
escaped neither of the opposing influences 


‘wholly. His people, like the rest, were slave- 
‘holders, but his father, like so many other 
‘slaveholders, abhorred slavery—tilently, 48 


he must in such a time and place.

Incorrigible at School. 

That young Clemens had not only this 
atmosphere to draw from in the community, 
put that it was supplemented at home, may 
be read in a sketch printed in 1870 in which 
he writes, My father and I were always 


‘on the most distant terms when I wae a 
voy-a sort of armed Neutrality, so to speak. 


At irregular intervals this neutrality was 
broken and suffering ensued.” Here, in two 
sentences is an accurate picture of the old- 
fashioned, Calvinietic father, whose stern 
devotion to the rod in the bringing up of 
his children tas had so much to do with 
his childten’s “ drifting.” it may have its 


part in the fact that the future Mark 
Twain wae an incorrigible at school, 
playing hookey at every opportunity, 
and learning as little as was possible in the 
preservation. of a whole skin. At the death 
of the father,leaving the mother with four 
children, Sam Clemens at 12 years old entered 
the office of the Hannibal Courier, Where his 
first smell of printer's ink may have been the 
subtie influence afterward turning him away 
from steamboating to his niche in letters. 

It was as a tramp printer, rather than as 
steamboatman, that young Sam Clemens at 
16 began drifting. With a $10 bill sewed 
in the sleeve of his coat and $2 in his pocket 
he first saw New York. He had run 
away from Hannibal to see the exposition, 
working his way to the metropolis as a 
tramp printer. When New York and Phila- 
delphia palled upon him aud he started 


homeward, the $10. bill was still in the sleeve 


of the coat. But St. Louis, rather than Han- 
nibal, caught the @rifter, and there at 17 
years old the adventurer decided to return 
to his first loves—the steamboats and the 
civer. 


Troubles of Nisslasippt Pilot. 

Mark Twaln's vast constituency for the 
most part looks upon his river experiences 
as a mask for his wit and humor. His own 
sober sided view of it in later years refutes 
the idea. I entered upon the small enter- 
prise of “learning 1,00 miles of the great 
Mississippi rwer with the confidence of my 
time of life. If I had really known what I 
was about to require of my facultiés I should 
not have bad the courage to begin.“ 

As an example of the post for which the

Trying te Find the Man. 

Deciding that I needed a private secretary 
was next step to looking around the office 
for the most likely man for the position. It 
is good business to get your private secretary 
from your own. office force. Nothing in- 
spires loyalty lke taking care of a man 
in your employ; nothing is so desirable in a 
private secretary as loyalty. In addition 
to this, the man who has worked among the 
lower tanks of the office knows the “ ins 
and outs” of the place from the most inti- 
mate standpoint. He knows many of the 
men personally, something not always pos- 
sible for an officer of the firm. He also 
knows the general attitude of all the em- 
ployés toward the firm, a thing hard for the 
governing forces to properly estimate and 
which is valuable to an employer. 

In looking for a man to fill a position like 
that of private secretary, the idea ts to find 
The Man. Tou can’t expect to find a full 
fiedged private secretary working among 
your clerks; Tou couldn't even find one 
among the heads of your departments. A 
private secretary must be many things; it 
is hard to find one; you have got to make 
him.

This 
brings to our pay roll the best class of young 
men starting a business career—college grad- 
uates for the most-part—so there should be 
no dearth of private secretary material here.

Average Machinist ‘Knocks’ Inventions 

This average machinist is an iconoclast in 
everything. He discounts every idea of the 
inventor, and if it is proved to him that he 
is wrong he may £0 sullenly to work to turn 
out mechanisms that will force his opinions 
upon the inventor. The result of these ex- 
perlences with the machinist was that, hav- 
ing a working knowledge of the business, in- 
vested in two wood bottom chairs, a sufficient 
set of tools, a bench, a lathe, and with power 
supplied me in my workroom, I sat down to 
turn out the machine that would do the thing 
I wanted it to do. 

Well, I wore those wood bottom chairs so 
deeply into the splintered stage that they 
were no longer safe to sit in. I lost hair and 
hervous energy and sweetness of disposition 
almost beyond repair. But after two full 
years, made up of twelve eighteen hour 
days, seven to the week, I produced two ma- 

chines which would do thé work I had antici- 
pated of one. I wasn’t satisfied, though the 
two had made a handle as I wanted it, and 
gradually I have combined the two machines 
into ohe.

Problem Is Cheaper Production. 
There were handles of the kind on the mar- 

ket when Tdesigned the machine. But they 
sold for $3.50 a thousand, and it required 
five persons to produce 6,000 of them in a 
working day. I went to work with the idea 
of making a machine which in one automatic 
motion would make the finished handle. 

I had a working knowledge of motions and 
their combinations as e to economic 
machinery. But for a machine that would 
take a stick of wood and the end of a roll 
of wire into it, turning out a round handle, 
wired for ready attachment to a bundle, and 
printed with the name and address of the 
‘dealer who might sell the goods—the task 
was not easy. I had thought to put it to- 
gether in two months at a cost of $500, too! 

Today my machines are making 19,000 han- 
dies in ten honrs, with only a live boy to at- 
tend them. The handle making machine, 
proper, however, is the machine which takes 
up the sawed, rounded, printed piete of wood, 
boring it for the wire with one movement 
and with another movement threading the 
wire through, cutting, it, bending the ends 
down with one stroke of a “plimger, and turn- 
ing the ends up with the pinnger’s return to 
place. The finished handles are recetved in 
a carrier, from which they are deposited one 
at a time in the ns mee.

Trust Greed H. nes New Problem. 

Not until this is accomplished is the busi- 

ness of the work approached, either. vhile 
I once thought that the whole problem was 
in the aptomatic machine which would do 
the work, it leaves a good deal undone. 
For example, when I started my machines 
going five years ago, I could. buy bass wood 
at $16 a thousand feet and the coppered wire 
at $54 a ton. This was the condition which 
made my price $2 4 thousand for handles. 
Now basswood is $24 a thousand, and atcer 
a season of enormous advances under the 
wire trust régime wire hub not come lower 
than $60 a ton. 

As indicating what trust methods may do 
wich the individual in his individual business, 
Basswood had 
gone up on me just 33 per cent, when under 
trust prices my wire supplies went from $54 
to 6117 a ton. But I was getting only ne 
a thousand for handles. I wrote to some of 
my eastern customers, explaining that I 
cculd not turn out handles at-this figure, and 
explaining the cause, But the oustomers 
would not pay,any more. i could not afford 
to run my maéhines at a big loss, even fora 
time, so that the trust methods cost me my 
eastern trade, which I never have regained. 


* * 
Machines Are Not Patented. 

Perhaps oddly in the opinion of most peo- 
ple, my machines for making these hanales 
are not patented. My reasons for it are good 
enough. The machines I have are Working 
well and turning out about 19,000 handles 
a day. But I can makea machine that will 
turn out from 40,000 to 50,000 handles in the 
same time. When I have such a machine, 
bullt out of my experience, I may have it 
patented in every detail. 

The trouble with many Inventors is that 
the moment a machine is accomplishing ihe 
work it was designed for—or even tefore it 
has progressed that far—the inventor rushes 
to the patent office with his crude working 
model. Ordinarily the capable machinist 
can take the @rawings of such a machine, 
sit down tö them for a few days, and mae 
a machine so much better than: tae other 
and so far ‘removed from its design as to 
make the new machine patentable and ca- 
pabl- ‘of displacing the original in every 
principal feature.

Downtown Renting 


Is Specialist in His Line. 


By C. R. 


HE downtown renting men are sup- 
posed to cover the district bounded on 


the north and west by the Chicago 


river, on the south by Twelfth street, 

and on the east by Lake Michigan. This 

territory is occupied by two general classes 

of tenants, wholesale and retail. So wé have 

two classes of men, those operating in the 
retail district end those in the wholesale. 

Downtown renting is a profession and to 


attain proficiency requires as much study as 


law or medicine; but the lawyer or the doctor 
can secure a portion of his education in @ col-. 
lege, while the downtown renting man must 


secure his education in that hardest of all 


schools—the school of experience. 

What must the downtown renting man 
know? Something of everything, but espe- 
cially a thorough knowledge of the territory 
in which he operates. The next requisite is 
a prepossessing appearance. It is often up 
to him to make good on sight, and unless he 
does his deal is hopelessly lost. 

A good downtown renting man must know 
human nature. The busy big man has his 
weaknesses just the same as the man of 
smaller affairs. A proposition presented at a 


certain time or in a certain way may go — 


through, when if presented at another time 
or in another way may fail. 
* * 
Situation Saved by Good Story. 

A certain agent walked into the office of Mr. 
G., the owner of a prominent downtown cor- 
ner, with a proposition which he believed to 
be right and one that should be accepted. In 
order to save Mr. G’s time, as he knew him to 
be a busy man, the proposition was typewrit- 
ten in as condensed a form as possible. The 
document was handed to Mr. G., who merely 
glanced at it and turned it down flat. In- 
stead of walking out, the agent stood there 
and smiled at Mr. G. 

He angrily asked what I was laughing 
at,” says the agent in describing the inter- 
view. “I instantly apologized and told him 
that in some unaccountable manner a funny 
story that I had heard that morning flitted 
through my mind just at the moment and 1 
could not help smiling, and that the story and 
not the turndown caused the smile. He asked 
for the story. I told it. He asked for the 
proposition, I handed it back, and this time 
Mr. G. read it carefully, made two or threo 
changes, and stated that if those changes

Character counts for much with a down- 
town renting man. The matter of location is 
of vitalimportance. In these strenuous times 
a merchant has often gone down and out be- 
cauge he lost the one location suited to his 
With men of large affairs, the loca- 
tions suited to their needs are so few and the 
matter is so important that only a trust- 
worthy renting broker and one of good char- 
acter can be used, 


0 * 
Long Campaigns Necessary. 
Tenacity of purpose is essential to the 


makeup of a renting man. Many a deal is 
lost because it is dropped too soon. Some 


deal are followed fer three or four years, 


the broker being convinced that the location 
offered is the proper one, that the rent is 
right, and that the deal should be made. 

Information given in confidence must be 
received in confidence and kept in confidence. 
This is a rule that must never be broken by 
the downtown renting man who expects to 
make a success of his profession. 

‘Trickery and dectit are methods employed 
only by. the small men in the profession. 
The big men are simple and direct in their 
methods and move along straight lines. One 
of the best men in the business has been 
known to risk losing a deal by expjaining 
some doubtful point before allowing his cus- 
tomer to sign the lease. 

A complicated deal is seldom put through. 
A large, deal can be handled ae simply as a

emall one, and it must be so handled if the 

A downtown renting man must make a cus- 
tomer feel that he has the customer's inter- 
ests at heart, and so must enter into the apirit 


of the matter in hand. With store tenants he 


must know what location ts adapted to each 
Une and why. He must have a knowledge of 
the special requirements of store men; the 
druggist, the tailor, the men’a.furnisher, the 
-hatter, etc. With tenants for floor space, the 


same rule applies, but the variety is greater. 


and the tenants and the locations more nu- 


He must watch the traffic, must have a 
knowledge of the number of people passing 
various pointe during the day, and must 
know the currents of traffic and the things 
that affect them. Often a little thing de- 
preciates the value of a show window. A 
showcase on the sidewalk may throw the tide 


of passers a few feet farther away from a 


window and almost destroy its value. On 
State street, where at certain points show 
window space is worth $1,000 per foot per 
year, these things must be considered. 

In addition to the five senses a successful 
renting man must possess the sixth sense of 
intuition. Among newspaper men a good 
reporter is said to be able to scent news. In- 
tuitively he seems to know where to look for 
news. So with a renting man, he must be 
‘able to scent a deal.

magination Required. : 
Some one has said, to obtain a broad view of 
the situation you must climb to the heights of 
the dreamer, To pierce the clouds that veil 
the future you must use imagination. Imagi- 
nation is necessary in the creation'of deals. 
The downtown renting man must be in ad 
vance of every movement. 
He must possess enthusiasm, must be him- 
self convinced that his proposition is right, 


‘and then must possess the enthusiasm neces- 


sary to carry conviction to the mind and 
heart of his customer. 

There ts an excitement and a 3 about 
this branch of the real estate business 
peculiarly attractive to certain natures, and 
for that reason many that enter fall by the 
wayside, succumbing to the temptations and 
vices which surround a man going into every 
nook and cranny of the heart of a great city. 

The same thing that attracts men to the 
Klondike attracts them to this branch of the 
businese—the tales of big commissions 


‘earned with little effort. 


After a man who has been dining on 10 cent 
lunches for weeks prior to putting througha 
deal is led into excesses by the sudden pros- 
perity which à $300 or 5400 com mission brings, 
he forgets that it may be weeks or months 
before another dealisswung. He takes a few 
days off to spend the money, feeling sure 
there is another deal to be made tomorrow— 
and in a week is borrowing car fare and lunch 
money. He goes on year after year, hoping, 
praying, and working for the one big deal that 
never comes, and never can come because of 
his habits. 

The class A downtown renting men in Chi- 
cago are few—less than twenty, perhaps, 
though in class B. C, D, and down through 
the alphabet they number several hundred.

McComb once told of meeting Clemens in 
the street in San Francisco when Twain was 
the city editor of the Call and yet “ covering 
a good deal of the city’s local news as a re- 
porter. Twain was tired of the work, and told 
McComb that an application of his to be made 
& government pilot had been passed upon 
favorably at Washington, and that he was 
going back to the river at a salary of $300 a 
month. McComb persuaded Twain that there 
was nothing in the pilot business, that $300 
im greenbacks was not much money at that 
time, that the war might end at any time, 
and that, after all, Twain had the promise of 
a. literary genius in his style and equipment 
as shown in his newspaper work. 

The result was that Mark staid on the coast 
in newspaper harness until of the coterie of 
young argonauts who were eking out ä pre- 
carious existence in San Francisco in the 
winter of 1867, Twain was so markedly the 
poorest of the lot that when a comedian of his 
acquaintance offered him $6 for a half dozen

Borrows $1,200 we Gen. McComb, 

Lecturing in the far western country, ap- 
pealed to the newspaper man out of a "job. 
His experiences are well known. His bor - 
rowing $1,200 of Gen. McComb in order that 
he might make a tour of the Holy Land wae 
the beginning of his ‘‘ Innocents Abroad,“ 
which appeared in 1869, This book, which 
had been refused by several publishers, was 
taken up by a friend who had beftiended it, 
but who had his own difficulties in making 
his partners agree with him in his judgment 
of the work. But ‘‘ Innocents Abroad was 
published at last, and with its appearance 
Mark Twain became famous. 

That summer excursion to the Holy Land 
meant more to Samuel L. Clemens than did 
a successful book, however. In the party 
of excursionists was Judge J. L. Langdon 
of Elmira; N. I., together with his family 
Miss Lizzie Langdon\was the personage of 
personages to the western adventurer. Her 
indifferent health brought the two closer 
together and after a determined courtship 


‘and the persistent refusal to take no for 


an answer, the two were married. He was 
on the editorial staff of a Buffalo paper at 
the time and one of the surprises of the re- 
turn to Buffalo was when he thought he was 
being driven to a comfortable boarding house 
chosen by his friends, Instead of the cab he 
had expected there was a carriage and coach- 
man, and the house to which the couple were 
driven was in a fashionable street and of im- 
maculate. architecture and furnishings. Not 
till the young couple were inside the house, 
wondering at the mistake, did the friends 
come trooping from secret places to tell them 
that the couple were at home and had been 
driven there by their own coachman in 


livery.

„The Gilded Age,“ which . in 1873, 
was a collaboration with Charles Dudley 
Warner and has not been listed with the dis- 
tinct works of the humorist. ‘The book, how- 
ever, met with an enormous sale, both in this 
country and in Burope. It was on completion 
of? Huckleberry Finn that Twain failed 
to agree with his former publishers, who had 
paid him more than $400,000 in royalties on 
his other books. Ther it was that the author 
decided to become his own publisher. and the 
firm of Charles L. Webster & Co. was estab- 
lished. This one book netted the author more 
than $100,000 and for a number of years 
,Twain's royalties on his other books reached 
' $30, 000 a year. When“ The Gilded Age was 
dramatized Twain recetyed $70,000 in one year 
as royalties, | 


Publishing "Venture Failed. 
But it was this publishing venture, which 
nad launched Gen. Gratit’s famous book with 
success, which was tobe the wndoing of the 
humortet.

The Nile of which you have read and along 
which are scattered the simon pure monuments of 
antiquity is the 600 miles of winding river between 
Assouan, the First Cataract, and the sea. For the 
entire distance, until it spreads into fan shaped delta 
and filters into the Mediterranean, the stream is 


, walled in by flat topped hills of barren aspect. They 


are capped with limestone and carpeted about with 
shifting sands and they look for all the world like 


the mesas of New Mexico and Arizona, for they 


lie baking in the same kind of clarified sunshine. 
This meandering hollow between the rugged hill 
ranges is the valley of the Nile. Here and. there 
the hills close in until the river banks are high and 
chalky cliffs. At one point the valley spreads to 
a width of thirty-three miles. 

East and west of the hills are vast areas of 
desert without even a spear of vegetation except 
where there is a miraculous rise of water to the sur- 
face. The spots are grateful landmarks of tall palms 
and are known as oases. : | 

The valley of the Nile would be just as bare 
and monotonous as an asphalt pavement were it 
not for, the fact that once a year the Nile overflows. 
It has been overflowing every year for thousands 
of years, bringing down from the mountains of 
Abyssinia and the faraway regions of tropical rains

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more than ten miles wide, a mere 
fringe of fertility weaving along 
through dryness and desolation. Any- 
where along the river, if you will 
climb to the rocky plateau, you will 
see the slow moving river, probably a 
half mile wide, as a glassy thread on 
which are strung fields of living green 
bordered by the dreary uplifts of 
desert.

Until a few years ago the tourist going up the 
Nile had to take a dahabeah. This sounds like the 
name of a disease, but it is really a big, roomy, flat 
bottomed sailboat. The dahabeah moves only when 
the wind is in the right direction, and to go from 
Cairo to Assouan requires the greater part of a life 
time. Those travelers who have money to burn 
and who are content to settle down to many weeks 
of rest and indolence charter the private dahabeahs. 
When. a traveler goes aboard a dahabeah he tears 
up the calendar and lets his watch run down. Those 
who have more money and are in a hurry use the 
private steam dahabeahs. 
A majority of travelers go by passenger boats. 
The tourist steamers devote three weeks to a loafing 
voyage up to Assouan and back, with daily excur- 


sions to the graveyards and ruins. The express 


steamers, carryin freigh ht and native engers, 
take less tithe tor ‘thie round trip, as they skip it 
of the less interesting antiquities. We took an ex- 
press steamer, thereby missing many of the tombs 
and temples, but still getting enough of them to last 
us for the next hundred years or so.

Assouan has for many centuries marked the 
border line of Egypt proper. To the south is the 
land of the warlike blacks, who have been trouble 
makers from the beginning of time. This First 
Cataract is the usual terminus of tourist travel, but 
those who wish to see Nubia and the Soudan board 
a small steamer, pass through the locks of the new 
dam, and go by river 210 miles to Wadi Halfa; 
thence by rail 576 miles to Khartum. It is here, 


about 1,350 miles up stream, that the White and 


Blue Niles converge and bring down from the rainy 
equatorial regions the floods of muddy water which 
are the annual salvation of Egypt. 

Ten years ago Khartum seemed as inaccessi- 
ble as the north pole. It was headquarters for the 
most desperate swarm of frenzied fanatics that ever 
swept a region with fire and sword. They had wiped 
out British armies and put Gordon's head on a pole. 
They were in a drunken ecstasy of Mohammedan 
zeal, eager to fight and ready to die, and they got 
all that they were looking for. : 

It is less than eight years since Kitchener went 
down to call on them. Of all the cold blooded and 
frozen featured military tacticians of the inexorable 
school Kitchener stands pre-eminent.

a spreading volume of muddy water. Every winter, 
when the dwindling stream gets back into the cus- 
tomary bed, it has left a layer of black sediment 
over the inundated district. So many layers of sedi- 
ment have been deposited that now the rich, black 
soil is thirty to fifty feet deep along the river, thin- 
ning out as it meets the slope of the desert. Unlike 
our prairie soil of the middle west, the Nile farm 
lands are not underlaid with clay. The Nile soil 
is black all the way down to limestone—a floury 
mineral powder of even composition. 
parts of Egypt which can be cultivated are those 
touched by the annual overflow. Egypt is really a 
ribbon of alluvial soil following the stream on either 
side. The tourist standing on the top deck of a 
Nile steamer can see both to east and west the raw 
and broken edges of the desert. 

The entire population lives on the river, literal- 
ly and figuratively. Dark robed women come down 
to the stream in endless processions to fill their 
water jars, and it seems that about every forty feet 
or so all the way up from Cairo the industrious 
fellah is lifting water up the bank and irrigating his 
little field with the same old fashioned sweep and 
bucket arrangement that was in use when Joseph 
came over to Egypt and attracted the attention of 
Potiphar’s wife. The Egyptian farmer is called a 
fellah. The clothing that he wears would wad a 
gun—that is, a rifle, not a shotgun. He puts in at 
least fourteen hours a day and his pay is from 10 to 
15 cents. Mr. Peasley told a tourist the other day 
that the song “ He’s a Jolly Good Fellah” origi- 
nated in Europe during the time of the Ptolemies. 
This is a sample of the kind of idiotic observation 
that is supposed to enliven a so-called pleasure trip. 

But let us get back to the river, for in Egypt 
one must get back to the river at least once every 
twenty minutes. The Nile is Egypt and Egypt is 
the Nile.

NE mother, whose girl of 12 has the cotnbina- 
tion of comfort and “stylishness” which 
most little people just miss, explained her 
‘method of procedure with coats. 
“I get her three coats,” she said, “to 
; have on hand at once, but make them last 
two years, and perhaps, with good luck, one of them 
may last three A black or navy velvet for winter, a 
black taffeta for summer, and a navy blue serge or tan 
covert for epring and fall always look the best and give 
the best wear for the money spent.

Summer coats of taffeta still are popular epough 
to make this scheme a practical one, the only change 
being that an extra dark blue silk has taken the place 
of the black. It is so dark as to be better described as 
a blue black, and is seen almost to the exclusion of the 
ink black. Light and white wool coats are in heavy 
wale serge and in Panama cloth, which is canvassy in 
weave, looking almost like linen. This washes just like 
cotton goods in soap and water, it is claimed, and has 
little, far apart threads of color in it which are prettily 
matched in the collars, of velvet or moire velour. Heavy 
white linen coats also are made up in the same style for 
the girl of from 6 up, just as they are for her elders, 
and, in unbleached crashes and Russian sheetings, prob- 
ably are the best answer to the light coat question. 
They are made on simple box lines and are finished 
with white pearl buttons and velvet collars, just as the 


wool ones are. Some are finished off plain and with V 
shaped openings around the neck, and a linen lined col- 
lar, faced with velvet, made to button in underneath. 
The slight edge of the linen which shows on this will 
clean enough in gasoline while the coat goes into the 
“wash.” <A Panama coat also was made this way, the 
goods having a dull green line through it and the collar 
being made of moire velour in ‘the same pretty green 
shade. Pale gold buttons finished it off. f

From 6 years down lingerte coats are used, and it is 
in these that a child looks its sweetest. All prices are 
possible, even in the stores, One for a child of 2, in an 
attractive pattern of allover embroidery at $7, it would 
seem, could hardly have been gotten up much cheaper 
at home unless by the most careful economist. It was 
finished with a deep hem around the bottom and up the 
front, and had a wide collar edged with embroidery ruf- 
fie.

Allover 
lace, such as lace waists are made of, is a new material 
for baby coats and is even prettier over soft white India 
silk than it is over colored taffeta. A double lining of 
soft Silk slightly wadded is what makes the lace look the 
richest, and in créam white silk, with a good lace, such 
4 coat is ideal. White foulard with lace insertions and 
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edges, both plain and accordion plaited, is used also for 
tots of 1 and 2. 

Larger girls’ wool coats, of whatever weight, must 
have a velvet collar—et least, the small person would 
not think of. getting one without this part when she 
goes herself. Navy blue cheviot, tan cravenette, men’s 
suitings in light grays with mixed plain patterns, and 
big Scotch checks on creamy ground, also white flannels 
with narraw stripes of black, are “made” by the con- 
trasting touch in the little collar.

This declaration seems to mean 
that the theater is to be first of all a place 
of entertainment and not- an educational in- 
stitution. And this is whet any playhouse 
which is to endure and succeed must be. 
Entertainment must be the object of a the- 
ater; education must be a secondary con- 
sideration. And ‘this does not mean that 
the best class of plays shall not be offered. 
But the plays offered must have acting 
value, not merely literary worth. 

If the management of the New theater can 
secure such plays—and there are many of 
them to be hed—the success of the under- 
taking is virtually assured. The public re- 
bels against being educa te!“ Human na- 
ture la thus constituted, and the theater that 
starts out pronouncedly to educate and to 
elevate the public is bound soon to find itself 
without a public. The theater which enter- 


. taims by offering the best is reasonably sure 
of a faithful following, and that following 


will be educated just as rapidly as it is ca- 
pable of being educated.

In a letter received from Cincinnati from 
aman who for many years has been promi-

To my mind, however, as «a

Taken as a whole, how- 
ever, the performance, while impressive, was 
not, to mie at least, as musically complete 
or as dramatic as that by the Chicago club.

So short was The District Leader that, 
although it started after 8:30, it was all over 
by 10:30, with the theater closed up and the 
refugees removed to safety.

acting was done upon empty stomachs. 

There are shadows. as well as high lights | 
‘in the picture still. Not all the men and | 
women who make their bread and butter on 
the stage ride in special trains, live in the 
best hotels, go to Europe or the seashore in 
the dear old summertime, and lay up steady 
bank accounts for the rainy day. 

The list of companies even now playing 
through the country contains many who 
cannot afford to carry a single stick of scen- 
ery. They have no “ theater trunks” and 
“hotel trunks.” Their trunks contain both 
their stage costumes and their street garb. 
They dont get their salary envelope each 
Tuesday night. 

You hear of these troupes from the mana- 
gers of town halls and op’ry houses in the 
hamlets. They tell you of or that show 
that “failed to arrive.“ No miscue about 
railroad connectiona accounts for this. They 
failed to artiye simply because some hard 
hearted landlord refused to let them leave 
the last town till their hotel bille were paid, 
or because some heartless railroad refused 
to “carry them on their scenery and bag- 
gage. When money runs out some of the 
minor managers persuade railroads to take 
the company to the next town by pledging the 
scenery and the costumes, and by trying to 
redeem the same by the profits that every 
manager hopes will be made in the “ next 
stand.“ Some of the men and women in 
these companies actually go hungry. Some 
house managers will not pay a cent till after. 

“the house is counted at the end of the 
fir® act. The curtain of that act has often 
fallen upon actors and actresses who rush 
frantically to the stage door, where stands 
the manager with a pile of food he has bought 
with his share of the gross, and some- 
times it has been the first food of the day. 


Two organized agencies care for the luck- . 


less ones. The Actors’ Fund, to which al- 
most every player in the country subscribes, 
and for the benefit of which special perform- 
ances Are given in each of the large cities 
once a year, helps ite members. The Actors’ 
society, another organization, also extends 
the helping hand.to those that have helped it. 
But many of the troupers belong to neither, 
and when they are stranded in a little burg 
many miles from anywhere their lot is hard, 
The Actors’ d, of which Daniel] Frohman 
is president, and the society,“ as all the 
actore call it, which is headed by William 
Courtieigh, are known far and wide as 
among the most charitable institutions in 
existence, and each of them has saved many 
a poor trouper from actual want.
